fter his introduction, Tyler Junior Colleges newest president, Dr. L. 
Michael Metke stands quietly behind the Apache spirited audience, 
and simply smiles as he waits to begin his inauguration speech. Metke 
was honored April 4 with an inauguration that included community members, 
students, faculty and dignitaries from the surrounding area. 

“TJC is such a premier junior college, and it’s just such an honor to be here,” 
Metke said. “I hope that I can be as good a president as the college deserves.” 

The traditional inauguration process incorporated customary activities such 
as a processional, a presentation of colors, an investi¬ 
ture and an inaugural address. 

“Inaugurations have been held for centuries. 

They really mark a transition, a rebirth of an insti¬ 
tution,” Fred Peters, marketing and public informa¬ 
tion director said. “I think certainly that’s what this 
means to our students and the future of our college. 

Dr. Metke has good plans that are going to lead us to 
a new generation of Tyler Junior College.” 

Metke actually began his presidential duties in 
December 2007 and many believe he has already 
made a difference in that short time frame.

Campus theft 
activates 
Apache Alert

Students were awakened* late 
Friday, April 4, to an Apache Alert 
sent by Campus Safety Chief 
Randy Melton. 

Tyler Police dispatchers no¬ 
tified Campus Safety that a pizza 
delivery driver was robbed on 
campus. Melton said based on the 
information they had received it 
was best to send a warning. 

“Because of timely warnings 
required by the Clery Act, we had 
to send a warning,” said Melton. 
“Once we sat down, talked to him 
and start an investigation, [we de¬ 
termined] it was a theft.” 

Melton said the suspect 
reached in the delivery driver’s car, 
grabbed cash and ran. He said af¬ 
ter the Alert was sent, a phone call 
was made to dorm employees to 
notify them of the situation. 

The suspect, a resident of 
Bateman Hall, was arrested by 
campus officers Tuesday, and has 
since bonded out of Smith County 
Jail.

Summer registration underway 


Deadline for 
Summer Degree 
also approaching

The summer is approaching 
and for many Tyler Junior College 
students mean that it is time to 
register for summer school. 

With deadlines creeping 
around the corner, paying atten¬ 
tion to dates is advised. 

“It is very important to be 
aware of deadline dates,” said 
Lead Academic Advisor Silvana 
Viekant. “If you miss the registra¬ 
tion deadline then you end having 
’ to pay the $30 late registration 
fee.” 

Online registration is encour¬ 
aged, but for students who have 


a pPA of less than 2.0, are on 
scholastic probation, are non-TSI 
(Texas Success Initiative) complete 
or need to change their major, they 
must meet with an academic advi¬ 
sor before registering. 

The summer courses that TJC 
offers are similar to courses of¬ 
fered in the fall and spring semes¬ 
ter. All of the basics are offered, 
with classes that take place in the 
morning and evening. Online and 
video coursed are also offered. Stu¬ 
dents can receive a complete list¬ 
ing of summer courses by picking 
up a copy of the Summer 2008 
registration guide. 

Students that will be attend¬ 
ing a college other than Tyler 
Junior College next semester are 
also encouraged to take summer 
courses at TJC. 

The summer school semester 
has a Session 1, Session 2, and the 


returning Maymester. Maymester 
is a full semester’s worth of work 
squeezed into a four-week period. 
The Maymester classes meet two 
hours a day Monday through Fri¬ 
day from May 14 until Jun 4. 

“The Maymester is basically a 
quick way to get a class out of the 
way,” said Vierkant. 

In these fast-paced summer 
courses, dedication is required for 
success. 

An important deadline date 
approaching is July 1, which is the 
deadline to apply for a summer de¬ 
gree. Students completing require¬ 
ments at the end of a summer term 
must meet with an academic advi¬ 
sor by July 1 in order to graduate. 

The advisors at Tyler Junior 
College offer advising on a walk- 
in or appointment basis. For more

TJC 
will celebrate its 18th annual International Day on Tuesday, April 22. 

This year’s special guest will be David Smith, a Senior Program Officer at the 
United States Institute of Peace. He has extensive experience with conflict resolution 

and peace studies. Smith has a record 
of involvement with community col¬ 
leges and the promotion of unity and 
peace. 

International Day will feature 
a variety of different events and 
entertainment this year, including 
traditional Middle-Eastern dances, 
Irish step-dances and Kenyan drums. 
The exhibits vary each year, and each 
country will have its own booth pre¬ 
senting unique items and artifacts 
originating from that country. How¬ 
ever, probably the biggest draw will 
be the international cuisine available 
for sampling, organizers said. 

“Personally I’m going just to eat. 
I like to try new foods, especially ex¬ 
otic or foreign kinds,” said TJC stu¬ 
dent Brittnee Kennedy. 

The celebration is almost en¬ 
tirely student run, with over 120 vol¬ 
unteers participating each year. Most 
of the participants and organizers are 
students of Dr. Manoucher Khos- 
rowshahi, TJC instructor and the 

founder and organizer of International Day. Most people simply call him “Dr. K.” 

“Aesthetics is a common language for human beings. We want people to see the 
beauties of other cultures,” said Dr. K. 

The event exists to promote a better understanding and appreciation of world 
cultures as the world becomes more and more globalized. 

“Students should be exposed to cultures other than their own. A better under¬ 
standing of cultures causes people to become more appreciative of the diversity that 
surrounds them,” said Dr. K. 

International Day is sponsored by over 30 local and national businesses including 
Cici’s Pizza, Brookshire’s Grocery Co., Coca-Cola, and Outback Steakhouse. New 
additions arrive every year. t 

Over 40 countries will be featured this year, with new additions including Mo¬ 
rocco, Russia, Costa Rica and Vietnam.

In 1973, Tyler Junior College renamed 
the building Potter Hall in honor of the late Dr. Edward M. Potter to show their appreciation of his 
hard work and dedication to TJC. 

Dr. Potter showed his love for TJC and its students over his 76-year connection with the school. 
His education and career have spanned the entire history of TJC until his death, on his 96 th birthday, in 
2003. Dr. Potter was a member of TJC’s first class in 1926, according to an article in the TJC magazine. 
He also met his wife of 65 years, Myra Aline Brooks, while a student at TJC. He is considered to be the 
founder of TJC’s first club Las Mascaras. 

After graduating from TJC, Dr. Potter attended the University ofTexas in Austin where he received 
his bachelor’s and master’s degrees. He also received a doctorate from East Texas Baptist University. He 
later served on the

With 35 total years of experience under his belt, 
17 years as a head high school football coach, and 17 
years as a collegiate assistant coach, Tyler Junior Col¬ 
lege Head Football Coach Danny Palmer knows what 
it takes to work and play hard.

For eight years he was at the University of Hous¬ 
ton as Assistant and Recruiting Coordinator and 
named the “Youngest 5A Head Coach” at Texas High 
at the age of 26 in 1975. 

Coach Palmer joined the TJC’s coaching staff in 
January 2006 making this his first collegiate job as 
head football coach. 


“My first year here was very rewarding, I was very 
appreciative of the sophomore group that we had. A 
lot of times when a new coach comes in, he’ll revamp 
the playing time and try to get as many freshman in. 
I was proud of our sophomore leadership guys like 
Nick Peoples, Kyle Roget and Josh Zomora, they did 
a great job helping us. At one part in the season we 
were 2-4 and we came back and won three games 
straight, and I attribute that to the sophomore group,” 
said Coach Palmer.

Palmer as a coach and as a man. 

“It’s a different experience, he stays on us that’s 
good I guess? He makes us work and’ for that were 
going to be a winning team,” said freshman football 
player Chris Lomax.

Avoiding and treating common sports injuries

Players and the cheerleaders 
take a knee as an athlete lays still. 
The crowd goes silent and hands 
are put together in prayer, hoping 
this injury will not be permanendy 
damaging. 

A sports injury is the worst 
part about any sport event and 
could devastate a player’s future 
career and life-long dreams. 

Injuries are a fact of sports. 
A player can become injured at 
anytime. An injury can come out 
of any game and out of any single 


play. It is a gamble that players 
take daily. 

The steps taken for a sports 
injury vary between the staff that 
takes care of the injury. Tyler Ju¬ 
nior College Head Athletic Train¬ 
er, Eddy McGuire, suggests the 
following three steps. 

Step 1: Provide immediate 
first aid and sure the injury is not 
life threatening. Ask simple ques¬ 
tions that the athlete should al¬ 
ready know like the ABC’s or the 
athlete’s name. 

Step 2: Figure out what the 
injury is, and who needs to be con¬ 
tacted to accommodate the injured 


player. 

Step 3: Treat the injury ac¬ 
cordingly by doing whatever needs 
to be done to get the athlete back 
to playing. 

“Being involved with all sport 
events and being a part of the 
team is what I like most,” said Mc¬ 
Guire. 

McGuire has been an athletic 
trainer for 15 years, and has been 
working at TJC for five. He is the 
first to respond to any injury at all 
sporting events. 

“It depends on the injury. The 
sport does not really matter,” said 
McGuire, “You do, however, bring 


the different things that you need 
for certain sports.” 

Football is a rougher sport 
than swimming. There are things 
the athletic trainers need to bring 
to a swim meet that they would 
not need to bring to a football 
game. Typical injuries in football 
are: concussions, broken, bones, 
and life- threatening injuries, it 
a pretty dangerous sport. Swim¬ 
ming, however, usually has injuries 
like cramps and mild sprains. 

“•The best game there is, 
is a game in which you can sit and 
watch and there are absolutely no 
injuries,” said McGuire. 


Head Men’s Basketball Man¬ 
ager, Ricky Williams has a slightly 
different approach to treating in¬ 
juries. 

“It depends on the situation 
and the type of injury [to] what 
steps need to be taken and what 
needs to be done when a player gets 
injured,” said Williams. “The sport 
does not matter when it comes to 
accommodating an injured player 
on the field or court.” 

The steps taken by Williams 
for an injured basketball player are 
as follows. 

Step 1: Get the injured player 
off the court to check and see what 


it is wrong. 

Step 2: Look to see what it is 
they need to do to get the athlete 
back on the court. If there is an in¬ 
jured athlete that excels more than 
others they will try to get them 
back on the court as quickly as 
possible. 

Step 3: Make the athlete do 
a little bit of running to see if they 
can walk it off. 

“My favorite part about being 
in this line of work is being able to 
work with the players,” said Wil¬ 
liams.

Looking to win it all

Over the years Tyler Junior 
College’s Athletics Department 
has been determined to keep the 
word “student” first in student- 
athlete, and in this school year 
they have succeeded. 

With an average of 2.798, 
TJC saw its highest grade point 
average in seven years, according 
to the average GPA of students 
involved in athletic organiza¬ 
tions. 

“My belief is that a student- 
athlete succeeds based on numer¬ 
ous factors. All of them are im¬ 
portant, and'if one is missing, the 
success rate is lower,” said Direc¬ 
tor of Athletics Dr. Tim Drain. 

There are four organizations 
with a grade point average of above 
3.0. Women’s Tennis leads all or¬ 
ganizations with a 3.478 average 
among team members, followed by 
Men’s Tennis with a 3.297, Men’s 
Golf with a 3.288, and Volleyball 
with a 3.115 GPA. 

“Our athletes must adhere 
to NJCAA Rules during their 
time at TJC,” said Dr. Drain. “The 
most basic academic rules are that 
a person must be a full-time stu¬ 
dent, which is someone enrolled in 
12 credit hours or more, and must 


maintain a least a 2.0 GPA to be 
eligible to compete.” 

Despite the minimum, 43 
student-athletes have achieved a 
GPA of 3.5 or higher, while 92 
student-athletes have a GPA of 
3.0 or higher. Combined, 41 per¬ 
cent of all TJC student-athletes 
and trainers have earned a GPA of 
3.0 or higher this past fall.

ulty that cares about the success of 
all our students,” said Dr. Drain. 
“And our coaching staff empha¬ 
sizes study hall and class atten¬ 
dance.” 

“TJC has a testing depart¬ 
ment that makes sure that all stu¬ 
dents are put into a position to suc¬ 
ceed by placing them in the right 
classes. [TJC also] has academic 
advisors that work with our prac¬ 
tice and game schedules and try to 
get our student-athletes situations 
in which they can succeed.” 


These successful students 
have learned to apply the hard 
work and determination they have 
all learned though in their athletic 
organization towards their study 
skills in their college career. 

Student-Athletes such as- 
- Men’s Tennis’ Clayton Mun- 
dell, Women’s Basketball Yoshica 
Spears and Brittany Roberson, 
Volleyball’s Clare Barnett, Men’s 
Golf’s Daniel Gibbins, Foot¬ 
ball’s Chris Brunson, Kyle 
Roget and Ryan Roget, and 
Women’s Tennis’ Therese 
Karlsson, Madison Snevily and 
Ashley Longoria, have attained 
a perfect 4.0. 

In addition, Women’s 
Golf’s Amerlie Bernsdorf, 
Baseball’s Aaron Miranda and 
Caden Crawford, Trainer’s 
Herb Pena and Joseph Garza, 
Volleyball’s Dalia Serra and Erica 
Weden, Soccer’s Deni Lulic, Ben 
Paneccasio and Innocent Buule, 
and Football’s Cordero Mum- 
phrey and Donald Moore, have 
all earned a GPA of 3.75 or above 
this past fall. 

“I believe our coaches are us¬ 
ing their time and resources wisely 
in recruiting student-athletes that 
can succeed academically and ath¬ 
letically at the collegiate level,” 
said Dr. Drain.
